Lucia and St. Vincent, and to the Dependencies of the Turks Islands and the’ Gayman Islands, 
provided that the goods are the growth, produce or manufacture of the above-hiimed places. A

THE THIRD SCHEDULE. 








Section 4. (Law 2 or 1922.) 


4, Anything in the next preceding two sections to the contrary notwithstanding the articles 
enumerated in the Third Schedule to this Law when imported into the Island for temporary use 
either by an owner or by an exhibitor but not for sale, provided that the articles enumerated in 
items 2 and 3 had been in use abroad, shall be admitted on the security of a deposit of thirty per 
centum of the duties leviable on similer articles if imported for Island use, such deposit to be refunded 
on the exportation of the articles by the owner or exhibitor within two months of importatien. 
Should the articles not be exported within two months of importation the Collector shall withhold a 
sum equal to five per centum of the duty payable at time of importation for each month or part of a 
month during which such articles are kept in the island beyond the specified period of two months up 
to the limit of eight months. But if not exported within eight months of the date of importation 
the articles shall be deemed to have been finally imported for island use and shall be entered and the 
duty thereon paid in the manner prescribed by Sections 48 and 49 of Law 18 of 1877, or by any Law 
passed in amendment thereof or substitution therefor, allowance being made for any deductions 
already taken and brought to account from the amount deposited. 

Articles deemed to have been finally imported for Island use, if not entered and duty paid as 
aforesaid, shall if sold or kept in the Island beyond eight months be liable to be seized as 
“uncustomed” goods under the provisions of section 156 of Law 18 of 1877 or under any Law passed 
in amendment thereof or substitution therefor or the person appearing as the importer may be pro- 
ceeded against under section 34 of Law 24 of 1885, or under any Law passed in amendment thereof or 
substitution therefor. 


THE FOURTH SCHEDULE. 
Secrion 5. (Law 2 or 1922.) 

5. The articles enumerated in the Fourth Schedule to this Law shall pay duty at the rate of five 
per centum advalorem: Provided that if they are the growth, produce or manufacture of the United 
Kingdom or of the Dominion of Canada or of any other part of the British Empire to which any 
preferential tariff in force in the Colony for the time being has hereafter been made to apply by action 
taken under Section 26 of this Law, such articles shall be admitted into the Is'and free of duty.’

Personal Effects, not being merchandize, of natives of Jamaica or others domiciled in Jamaica who 
have diced abroad.

Body or person in charge of such Secondary School for the equipment of such school, the purchaser 
shall be entitled to a refund of the duty proved to have been paid on the first importation of such 
goods, provided they have been imported within the limit of time fixed as the limit within which.

Islands and the Cayman Islands and in the case of Ships’ Stores the drawback shall be equal to the 
duty mentioned in the column headed ‘Preferential Tariff’ of the first schedule, subject to Rules to 
be from time to time made by the Governor in Privy Council for the regulatior of such drawbacks.

Jamaica Weather Service, Kingston, 
August 7th, 1923. 
Year 1922. 


Kingston—The rainfall for the year was less than one-third of the Average of 34 inches. There was 
only 0.28 inch recorded for the month of May, and the month of October gave 4.15 inches, or a little 
over one-half of the 50 year average. : 

During the early part of January and of February fresh “northers” were observed on a few occasions 
also on the 25th March. i : 

Brisk South-east wind prevailed during the month of May and exceeded in total mileage the June 
record. 

Lightning and thunderstorm were expericneed on many occasions, the least number of times being 
in the months of March and October. 

The maximum range of temperature 26.3 degrees occurred during April. 

The extreme maximum temperature was 93.5 degrees on 12th July, and the extreme minimum 
64.6 degrees on 3rd January. 


Neorit Point Licntiotse. 


The rainfall for the year was about four inches above the average, and fairly well distributed, but 
August, October and November showed below the mont hs’ average. : 

Thunderstorms were noted for nearly every month of the year. 

The extreme maximum temperature 91.9 degrees, was noted in December, and the extreme minimum 
of 63.0 degrees, occurred in February. 

On the 15th October a gale was experienced owing to a passing weather disturbance. 


Morant Point LIGHTHOUSE. 


The rainfall was four-sevenths of the average. There were deficiencies in April, June, July and 
November. 

Fresh “northers” were experienced for a few days in January, February, November and December. 

Thunderstorms occurred in seven months of the year. 

The extreme maximum temperature, 89.9 degrecs was noted in September, and the extreme minimum 
65.0 in January.

Letters, Newspapers, Prices Current and Book-packets which are unpaid will be liable to a sur- 
charge equal to doulle the prepaid rate; and if they be insufficiently prepaid, to a surcharge equal to 
double the deficiency. 

Private Post-cards prepaid by means of onc penny postage stamps may be sent by the Inland Post 
on the following conditions:— 

They must be of orainary card-board not thicker than the material used for the Official Inland 
Post card. The maximum size must. correspond as nearly as possible with the size of the Inland Offi- 
cia! Card, and the minimum size must not be less than 4} by 21 inches. 

The rules and regulations relating to the Official Inland Post Card, and to the Official Foreign and 
Private Post Cards, apply equally to Inland Private Post Cxrds. 

A Private Post Card which docs not conform tothe above conditions will be treated asa letter 
and charged accordingly. 

The Postage on a parcel must be fully prepaid or it cannot be forwarded. 

A Book Packet may not exceed 3 pounds in weight ;nor 2 f et in length or 1 foot in width or depth 
except it be intended for transmission by Inland Parcels Post. 

A Parcel may not exceed 16 ounces in weizht, 2 feet in length nor 1 foot in width or depth, except, 
it be intended for transmission by Inland Parecls Post. 

Newspapers, Prices Current, Book-packets and Parccis must be posted without a cover or ina 
cover open at the ends or sides so as to admit of the contents being easily withdrawn for examination; the 
mere clipping of the corners or of the sides of an envelope or other cover is insufficient. They must 
not contain any lettir or communication of the nature of a ]-tter, nor anything that may injure the 
Officers of the Post Office or the contents of the Mail Bags.

Packet. containing Morey, Jewellery or other Value, must be registered and must be prepaid at 
the Letter-rate of Postage. 

Any Packet found to contain Value, but not registered will be liable to a surchargeequal to double 
the Registration Fee, viz., fourpence. . 

N.B.—By Law the Post Office is not liable for the loss of any registered Letter or of its contents; 
but in order to meet the requirements of the Postal Union Treaty, the Postmasterfor Jamaica. will be 
prepared to make good the contents of a RecistereD Letter lost while passing through the Post 
to the extent of two pounds, in certain cases.
